Its Origin--Vast Antiquity. 


A Pagan, Nota Christian Symbol. 


Worship.

In the museum at Central Park, New 
York, are a variety of finely-preserved 
mummies of nobles and kings. In some, 
not ashred of the swathing bandages 
with which the bitumenized bodies were 
wrapped by consecrated hands has been 
displaced, and on the encrusted surface, 
in bright colors, are the hieroglyphs 
which record the legend of the dead. 
In others the bandages have been sev- 
ered, that the embalmed body may be 
seenin its horrible defiance of decay. 
The Egyptian god had told them in his 
revealed word, their sacred book, that if 
the body was preserved, at the end of a 
thousand years the spirit would be al- 
lowed to return and reincarnate itself. 
Five times one thousand years have 
gone, and the poor mummy remains to 
awaken the curiosity of another race, 
while his own —.— and their gods are 
dend and dri beneath the desert 
sands. No one sensitive to the influ- 
ences that cling to the relics of the past, 
can remain in that presence unaffec' 
The meaning of the hieroglyphs may 
not be read, but the eye catches the 
ever-present and oft-repeated CROSS, as 
the one talismanic sign of immortality. 
There it is, engraved on the mummy 
case three thousand years at least before 
our era, with a meaning more exalted 
than that given it by the present. It is 
depicted alone, or held in the hand of 
the escaping spirit. The ef a ods 
are represented holding in their 
hands as emblematic of their procreative 

wer, Osiris has a cross on his breast, 

reph a cress from shoulder to hip. The 
symbol descended to Greece and Rome. 
upiter has a horn with a cross; Venusa 
circle with a cross; the Emperor Au- 
gustus symbolized victory by a cross 
placed on a globe. It is seen on some of 
the most ancient cones, and in the far 
North the Laplanders marked with 
blood a cross on their Idols. It is also 
found on Runic monuments. This is 
identical with the orb and cross of the 
Catholic tiara, The esoteric meaning 
of the orb is the primeval egg; the em- 
blem of the female principles, which 
vivified by the masculine, symbolized 
by the cross, gave origin, as was be- 
lieved, to all created things. 

The cross found on the mummy-cases 
on the temple walls, or in the hands o 
the gods, is the Egyptian form, which 
represents the letter tau, above which is 
an oval.

HYPNOTIC INFLUENCES, 


An Evening with Dr. Sixtus. 


TO CALL AT A CERTAIN HOUSE NEXT DAY.

Pictare n young man of a trifle more than 
modium height; muscular, well-balanced fig- 
ure; head well-set, and with clean-cut, hand- 


tual forehead; dark-brown hair and eyes that 
can blaxe with fire or be as soft and limpid as 
a girl's. That is Carl Sixtus. 

Dr. Sixtus, who early made a study of hyp- 
notism, astonished the students and scientists

of Europe with the display of his powers. 
For the last two and a half years he has been 
a resident of the United States, and for 
twelve months or more has lived in Chicago, 
being now located at No, 179 La Salle avenue. 

He has given several exhibitions of his 
powers in this city, One of the most inter- 
esting, particularly in its after-results, was at 
the home of a North Sider a few days ago. 

There were twenty or more people present. 
As a preliminary proceeding, each person who 
was willing to subject himself to the hypnotic 
force was given a circular disk of polished 
zinc, with a center of copper. The disks 
were possibly two inches in circumference, 
and the candidates for hypnosis, sixteen in 
number, were told to hold them in the palms of 
their hands, and look at them intently for ten 
minutes. Ten minutes is a long time. In 
less than five, six persons gave unmistakable 
evidences of an abnormal mental condition. 
Three young men and & girl of perhaps four- 
teen years were sent into a hypnotic sleep, 
from which they drifted into the somnambu- 
listic state. The only experiment of interest 
in which the girl was a participant consisted 
of a suggestion by Dr. Sixtus that a phial of 
ammonia contained perfumery. The bottle 
was held beneath the girl's nose, and as she 
became conscious of the presence of the am- 
monia, she expressed the liveliest gratification. 
As a matter of fact the fumes would almost 
cause a brazen image to shed tears. At the 
request of the child’s parents she was relieved 
of the influence, and remained a spectator of 
the ensuing incidents. 

The three young men as subjects were all 
that a hypffotist could wish, When aroused 
from their lethargy they obeyed the slightest 
suggestion of Dr. Sixtus as if they were au- 
tomatons of which he held the controlling 
strings.

like a member of the family and, speaking to 
the five or six members of the last nights 
party, sat down between the men as directed. 
All ordinary methods, such as loud calls and 
violent shakings, had no effect; he slumbered 
on with remarkable persistence. Then the 
two to whom Dr. Sixtus had transferred the 
controlling power clasped hands over the 
sleeping man and he at once awoke. He was 
much surprised upon learning where he was. 
He had no recollection of what had 

after 1 o'clock. About that time he felt a 
slight dizziness, which was succeeded by an 
absence of cousciousness. 

To return to the parlor experiments. Dr. 
Sixtus’ culminating effort was phenomenal. 
He created a physiological paradox. One of 
the subjects was placed in a lethargic con- 
dition and his pulse and temperature was 
taken. With his hand resting upon the young 
man’s head, Dr. Sixtus said: 

“I wish your temperature to fall and your 
pulsations increase.” Within four minutes 
the pulse had increased in rapidity from 95 to 
120 beats to the minute. An application of 
the thermometer showed that the physical 
temperature showed a decrease of 2.2 degrees, 
having fallen from 98 to 96,8 degrees, Then 
the action was reversed. The pulse was low- 
erod to 80 beats and the temperature sent to 
101 degrees. 

Then followed several experiments in which 
the power of the hypnotist to transfer the con- 
trol of the subject to another person was 
demonstrated. 

The series was concluded by Dr. Sixtus 
obliterating from the memory of one of the 
subjects all recollection of the events of the 
evening.

éach and all of these way» there is the 
daoger of offensive prose 1147 or cow- 
ardly hesitancy, and one ls as much to 


be avoided as the other: 

The first ia the individual effort to ald 
others in obtaining evidence of the 
phenomena and intelligent communion 
with departed friends. All efforts in 
this direction (which is the primal one) 
must be attended with more or less dif- 
ficulty, as no one can know when, 
where or under what circumstances the 
desired evidence may come. Those who 
have tried to convince friends or to 
afford them opportunities of recelyin 
evidence, will 1 recall the dif- 
ficulties attending the situation. No 
manifestations or messages can be 
guaranteed as sure to occur; even when 
the medium le considered the most re- 
liable and the conditions the most per- 
fect. No one knows whether the 
particular medium selected for the con- 
vincing of a friend will be thé one that 
the spirit friends of that friend will 
approach, and who is able w declare 
what the inscrutable something, known 
as conditions may mean?, Then when 
the manifestation or message does occur, 
the friend may not look upon that which 
is given as evidence. e unexpected 
manifestation, the testimony not sought, 
is often the convincing proof. 

Tho second method is to offer such 
places for meetings and seances as are 
considered desirable, and leave the 
seeker to enter under the prescribed 
conditions and decide for himself. This 
method haw its disadvantages, as all 
know, but It is one of the methods of 
spreading a knowledge of the facts and 
teachings of spirit communion. 

The third method is a published rec- 
ord of the phenomena and teachings, 
through books, 5 oe. Every 
one familiar with the history of Spirit- 
unllem for the last forty years ls well 
aware that the amount of well-attested 
evidence . published in proof of 
the truth of spirit communion le greater 
than that on record of any other subject, 
whether sclentific or ethical, and forme 
a mass Of testimony accessible to all 
who desire to read it. 

While each and all of these methods 
have been used in the promulgation of 
Spiritualism, the one wer that gives 
occasion for their use the spirit mes- 
enger. The intelligence communicating 
at the séance or in the home circle, or in 
panas, or Ín the fact recorded; and this 

ntelligence, thie spirit messenger In- 
dividually or in the aggregate) alone 
knows the conditions necessary for the 
manifestation or message. 

Human beings have a distinct right 
to decide what they will do with the 
facts, teachings and general evidence of 
1 and, of course, have a 
right to organize on any basis of those 
facta or teachings that they may think 
desirable, It will always remaln true, 
however, that as Spiritualism has no 
central creed: no recognized authority, 
except Individual experiences; no insti- 
tutions to build up, and no dogmas to 
formulate, all organizations must neces- 
sarily lack coheslon, unless upon the 
basis of temporal and temporary inter- 
ests alone, for a specific ovea, or unless

Pope Leo Calls for Help. 
URGES AN UNIVERSAL CATHOLIC LEAGUE 
DEFENSE AGAINST THE INPIOUS, 

Roùe, Dec. 15.— Tue Pope in his allocution 
at yesterday's consistory said that the enemies 
of the Romish Church ruthlessly encompassed 
it on every side, Not content with displaying 
their hatred in words, they had proceeded to 
acts of violence against the peaceful foreign- 
ers who had come to Rome actuated by filial 
piety and free from political aims. These 
enemies, who had not hesitated to incite riots, 
insults, and threats, now sought to deal the 
papacy a death blow. Other secret foes, who 
paraded their moderation, really aimed at the 
same object. The liberty of the Pontiff to 
communicate with the outer world was more 
curtailed and the situation becoming more and 
more dificult. By waging war on the papacy 
the Pope said, the enemies hoped to weaken 
and proscribe the name of Christianity. The 
Pope protested that if the heads of States 
would give earnest consideration to the posi-
